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Some men like to buy chit books at their club to pay 
for their food and drinks whereas others like to sign for 
services and pay at the end of the month. In either case, 
such payment is of course above the set monthly dues 
which the club has established to take care of the minimum 
fixed expenses of the organization. 

Generally speaking, it is desirablé to keep the dues of a 
club as low as possible and to then produce the necessary 
income for the club by giving such outstanding service to 
the members that everybody will use the 
club for dining, cocktail parties and to enter- 
tain their friends. When a club fails to pro- 
vide these facilities satisfactorily, the mem- 
bers naturally will prefer to go to hotels, 
restaurants and other places which offer 
superior services. 

Many clubs in the Orient and all over 
the world have found it very practical to 
establish a minimum amount which each — 
member is expected to spend at the club # 
each month—rather than to increase dues. 
No one objects to reasonable dues, but when dues 
get out of line, there is general dissatisfaction. No 
one likes a high cover charge at a night club either, 
but, if a minimum is set at the “Copa,” for example, 
no one objects because the customer knows that he will 
spend much more than that amount anyway before the 
evening is over. 

In most clubs, there. are big spenders and small spen- 
ders. The former are active supporters of the club and 
the latter only come to their club when they are invited 
as guests or to attend some committee meeting which they 
feel is a duty. These people join the club for prestige pur- 
poses or for cosmetic effect and contribute nothing to the 
general welfare of the club. Unfortunately, they usually 
far outnumber the members who utilize the facilities of 
the club regularly. 

The member who does not spend a few yen every 
month at his club does not really need a club and converse- 
ly, the club does not need him. Is it too much to expect a 
regular member to use the club dining room and cocktail 
lounge just a few times every month? If all members would 
do this, there would never be a financial problem. 

Hence the solution for clubs in distress seems to be the 
establishment of a minimum sum which every member will 
be billed monthly for food, drinks and other services. This 
minimum charge should be carefully set and should be 
only that amount which will produce the necessary revenue 
for the payment of the overhead expenses of the entire 
operation. And if this is done, so that everybody is includ- 
ed, it will be surprising how very small or how very low 
this minimum charge will be. j 

Lastly, a minimum charge will make the club boom! 
It will bring out all the members. It will enable the club 
to improve its staff and its services. No one likes to dine’ 
alone or drink alone. A busy place is always a nice place 
and a warm and friendly place. To merely raise dues does 
not solve anything because it only contributes to the con- 


tinuation of discontent, inertia, and callous indifference.

OITA (Kyodo)—A number of 
stone works dating back 10,000 
years were discovered Sunday 
and Monday in a cave in Hon- 
sho Village where ancient hu- 
man bones were found last 
week. 

Prof. Mitsuo Kagawa of Bep- 
pu University who has been ex- 
ploring the cave said that the 
discovery of the stone works 
had substantiated the assump- 
tion that the human bones were 
10,000 years old. 

The stone works, including 


knives, were confirmed as be- 
longing fo the eS 
10,000 years ago, before the Jo- 
mon. period. 

It was the first time that — 
stone works and human re 
mains of the period were Gis- 
covered at the same place. 


The number of stone works of 
the mesolithic period discovered 
in Japan is small. Those dis- 
covered in the Honsho village 
cave thus haye a great archae- 
ological value.

The place was Shanghai, a 
city that was born and lived 
and died unlike any other city 
in the world. 

The cast of characters includ- 
ed Wang Yuan-ling, a Chinese 
industrialist; Dr. Wang Wen-san 
and Hsu Kuo-mo of the Kin- 
cheng Eariking Corporation; P. 
H. Ho, chief of the Chinese Na- 
tional Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration and C. M. Li, de- 
puty chief of CNRRA; General 
Claire Chennault; Whiting Will- 
auer; and others. 

In the wings, so to speak, 
were a group of eager, talented 
young men itching to get their 
hands back on the throttle of 
an airplane. They were the 
young pilots who had flown 
through the war and had de- 
cided to make flying their 
peacetime career. 


Day CAT Founded 


This was the day CAT was 
founded. 

On this day, Oct. 25, 1946, an 
operating agreement was form- 
alized by the China National Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Adminis-

tration, after concurrence of the 
Executive Yuan of the Govern- 
ment of the Republic of China, 
and the airlines founding part- 
ners, General Chennault and 
Whiting Willauer. 


Ho and Li signed for the Chi 
nese Government. General 
Chennault and Willauer signed 
for the airline. One agreement 
was in Chinese; another in Eng- 
lish. 

The airline was to be known 
as China National Relief and 
Rehabilitation Air Transport 
(CNRRA Air Transport—a name 
that was to be changed on Jan. 
1, 1948 to Civil Air Transport— 
CAA-MOC (Civil Aeronautics 
Administration, Ministry of 
Communications). But that was 
the formal name. It was to be 
more commonly called simply 
CAT. 

After the simple ceremony a 
cocktail party was held at the 
red brick building on the Bund 
overlooking the Whangpoo 
River called the Cathay Man- 
sions Apartment Hotel. 


Modest Beginning 


That was the modest begin. 
ning of an airline that during 
its last fiscai year flew close 
to two million revenue miles 
with 107,818 passengers over 
6,687 unduplicated route miles 
with perhaps the highest on- 
time performance record of any 
airline in the world. 

It was the beginning of an 
airline which on July 12 of this 
year became the first regional 
airline in the Orient — and 
among the first in the world— 
to offer pure jet service with 
its now well-established Con- 
vair 880M Mandarin Jet. 

It was the beginning of an 
airline that has“flown millions 
of cargo and passenger miles to 
the five continents and to some 
of the remotest places on them. 

It was the beginning of an 
airline that was to become the 
designated flag-carrier of the 
Republic of China and whose 
built-up capabilities were used 
with telling efforts in behalf of

Raison d'etre 


Never perhaps has there been 
such a clear-cut raison d'etre 
for the birth of any organiza- 
tion as there was for the birth 
of CAT. 


There were many in China at 
the time who understood the 


needs of the nation; but the 
guiding spirit behind the found- 
ing of CAT was General Chen- 
nault, the man who had served 
China for so long, who loved 
the area perhaps better than 
his own Native cat-fishing coun- 
try of Louisiana. Since his or- 
ganization of the hg Tigers 
to fight the Japanese invaders 
before the formal start of World 
War II, Chennault had worked 
to preserve the Republic. 


Now, in 1946, he and his Chi- 
nese and American partners 
strode into a situation that, 
though peacetime, had uglier 
— than outright war it- 
self. 

The Republic had come out of 
the war bled white. And one

213 ton miles of reiief cargo; it 
wasn't until 1948 that Slick Air- 
ways surpassed CAT with 19,- 
945,000 ton miles of cargo com- 
pared with CAT’s 16,689,288 ton 
miles of cargo. 


Legends-to-Be 


There was a legénd-to-be be- 
ing created every day in those 
days. One of those who helped 
create legends was CAT’s only 
woman pilot, Kay Booth Will- 
oughby, who flew a Piper Cub 
aircraft, especially fitted out

There were lumps in the 
throats of the fliers as the chil- 
dren blew kisses to them and 
in broken English whispered 
“God bless you.” In ali, 205 
orphans and 19 Sisters of 
Charity were evacuated from 
Shihchiachuang. 

But time was beginning to 
run out. After more than 30 
evacuations, being driven ever 
farther south, CAT finally was 
forced from the mainiand. The 
date was Jan. 15, 1950. It was 
a ragged outfit, but one deter- 
mined to push forward to a bet- 
ter future. Though times were 
tough, to say the least, and 
money short, very few em- 
ployes left. 

The end had been some time 
in coming and CAT officials had 
had foresight that led to one of 


the most colorful episodes of 
the era. 
The CAT ‘Navy’ 


It was the sailing of the good 
ship “Chung 118,” the former 
U.S. Navy LST3&82, which had 
been purchased by CAT for use 
as a floating maintenance base 
if the worst came. 

The Chung 118 left Shanghai 
early in 1949 to begin a color- 


ful hegira to Canton, Hongkong, 
Hainan, and finally to Kaoh- 
siung in southern Taiwan. 


Typical of the breed of young 
men of CAT of those days was 
the officer in charge of navigat- 
ing the Chung 118 when it left 
Shanghai. He was Felix Smith, 
a blond native of Wisconsin, 
who had gone to sea before he 
had taken tothe air and had won 
his mate’s license, which he 
still holds although he is one of 
CAT'’s most respected jet. pilots 
with more than 12,000 fiving 
hours to his credit. It was per- 
haps fitting that a “fiving” third 
mate be summoned to navigate 
for the navigational aids used 
in the trip down the Whangpoo 
were aircraft beacons set up 
along shore to guide airplanes 
in flight. 

The Chung 118 and its “sister 
ship,” the barge known as 
‘Buddha, were to become at 
Kaohsiung one of the most com- 
plete and capable machine 
shops in the Orient. 

A parachute tower was plung- 
ed sixty feet through the Chung 
so parachutes could be tested 
and repaired. In those early 


davs of its operations on Tal- 
wan, CAT had to furnish more 
than the normal “packaged” 
operations; the Chung 118 had 
to be ready to make auto parts, 
repair toasters and refrigera- 
tors; it even had its own print- 
ing plant. Ashore, CAT had to 
set up its own schools and hos- 
pitals for its employes and 
their dependents. It was an age 
of ingenuity. 


End of an Era 


But the era came to an end 
this summer when the func- 
tions of the Chung 118 and the 
Buddha were transferred to the 
company’s large maintenance 
base at Tainan, 30 miles away, 
under a million dollar consolli- 
dation program that gives the 
Tainan installation full jet over- 
haul facilities. 


The Tainan maintenance hase 
is ideally located in southern 
Taiwan where the weather is 
clear on an average of 330 davs 
a vear. It was to this base that 
came the cream of Chinese air- 
craft maintenance skills when 
the mainiand fell. 

Emploving more than two 
thousand workers, the Tainan 
installation has been awarded 
an Air Agency Certificate by the 
U.S. Federal Aviation Agencv 
empowering the company to 
handle maintenance work on 
US. Air Force, Navy § and 
Marine aircraft. In addition to 
handling its own maintenance, 
that of the armed forces under 
contract, the company = also 
handles maintenance for other 
airlines. 

The maintenance at this base, 
one of the largest maintenance 
bases in the Orient, is one of 
the reasons why CAT has never 
suffered a fatality or a casualty 
onits scheduled flights. 


Change of Character 


From the day it began opera- 
tions in Taiwan, the character 
of CAT began to change. 

Though the capabilities CAT 
built up as a cargo carrier on 
the mainiand were to be used 
to support and implement the 
airlift to Korea when the war 
broke out on June 25, 1950, 
and were to be used again in 
Indochina and in Laos, CAT 
was beginning to build up its 
scheduled passenger services.

okuyama Refinery Complex a Marvel of Modern Industrial Ingenuity 


When the ¥15,000 million oil 
refinery at Tokuvama was open- 


ed by the Idemitsu Kosan Co. 
on May 29, 1957, it marked an 
imiportant milestone in the 


Japanese ol! industry. Complet- 
ed in just seven months, it was 
considered. a postwar pheno- 
menon indeed. Sazo Idemitsu 
president of the company, refus- 
ed to accept it as such, however, 
preferring to ascribe the 
achievement to the ability of 
his men. 


Masami Ishida, executive di- 
rector, and Mr. Idemitsu’'s right 
hand man, directed the Toku- 
yama project. Every one of 
the men, War veterans of the 
Manchurian and South Pacific 
campaigns, esteemed his leader- 
ship and placed great confidence 
in it. 


At present the firm is prepar- 
ing for the construction of an 
oil refinery in Anegasaki, Chiba 
Prefecture, covering 3,300,000 
square meters of reclaimed 
land. The main facilities at the 
plant will be a platform with a 
capacity of 9,000 barrels a day 
and a unifier with a capacity of 
10,000 barrels a dav. The plant 
will also be equipped with #2 
storage tanks, including 11 
crude oll tanks with a capacity 
of 50,000 toms each. 


Harbor facilities will be capa- 
ble accommodating marr 
moth oil tankers at an offshore 
point at'a depth of 18.5 feet. 
‘The giant plant is scheduled to 
be completed during the 1962 
business year and to start pro- 
duction of petroleum products 
totaling 3,133,000 kiloliters a 
year. The plant will cost a 
total of ¥28,635 million (about 
$80 million).

No Labor Union, 
No Time Clocks 

The Idemitse Kosan Co. is 
unique in that it has mo labor 
union. 

This wnusual situation ix 
largely due to the basiness 
philosophy of Sazo Idemitsu, 
the president. “I trust all my 
employes,” Memitsu says, “be- 
cause they are 
work for me. 
trust them, I cannot place my 
work im their hands.” 

Idemitsu has never objected 
to his employes’ organizing a 
labor union Dut his workers 
have not moved to do so. 
Several years ago, a former 
railway workers union leader, 


purged from the National 
Railways f his extreme 
leftist leanihgs, attempted to 


organize a union in the Ide- 
mitsu office in Hokkaide but 
he failed to gain enough sup- 
port from the employes. He 
tendered his resignation but 
Idemitsu told him to remain 
on the job. 

There is no time card clock 
in any of the Idemitsu offices. 
The reason is because Sazo 
Idemitsu thinks that the time 
card system is a symbol of 
distrust and autocracy. “We 
are human beings and should 
not be enslaved by time card 
clocks,” he says.

(10) All of these process 


units are of American design, 
and afte built with the coopera- 
tion of the Japanese and Amer- 
ican people. Many more pro- 
cesses are being included in 
this refinery for the manufac. 
ture of petrochemicals. 

(11) The laboratory, which 
at this plant is quite large, may 
be divided into three divisions. 
The routine laboratory, making 
control tests constantly, for spe-- 
cific control of the many pre’ 
ducts from the several refining 
units. The Analytical Labora- 
tory, making specific tests, for. 
specific products, and the re- 
search laboratory, for research 
into potential products and 
tabulation of results from all 
tests made. 

Fire Department

New Multi-Purpose Propane Gas 


Expected to Serve Many Needs 


Pr opane-propylene is 
| duced in iarge quantities aad 
‘distributed throughout Japan 
by Idemitsu from its Tokuyama 
| Oil Refinery. It is known com- 


‘| mercially as LPG, or liquefied 


| petroleum gas, and it is about 
'to ‘cause a domestic fuel 
‘revolution in Japan. 

| Propane-propylene was used 
in the past mostly as a refinery 
_fuel, or was burned as waste 
gas in the _ refinery flare. 
‘Today, however, it is separat- 
ed from other gases produced 
in the refinery, treated, and 
kept in liquid form under pres 
sure great enough to render it 
manageable. 

Since propane-propylene has 
a high natural pressure, and 
since it is a gas at ordinary 
temperature and pressure, it 
does not need to be pumped or 
artificially pressured to. be 
burned as a fuel. Only a lit- 


tle regulation is necessary to 
drop the pressure from the 
container to the burner. It 


has a vapor pressure of about 
14 kg/Cm2 at 37.75C. 

Thousands of special steel 
containers or bottles are need- 
ed to handle this material, and 
special storage tanks are need- 
ed to handle the LPG before 
it is bottied. The refinery is 
set up to bottle 200 tons of 
LPG a day. 

When converted to a liquid, 
many hundred cubic feet of gas 
can be obtained from 50 kilo- 
grams of the liquefied gas. 

There are innumerable ways 
to use propane-propylene, the 
main one being home heating 
and cooking. Industries use it 
for epee: heat treating of

products that must be free of 
contaminants. LPG is free 
from contaminants, leaves no 
ash and has a high calorific or 
heating value. 

There is a tremendous world 
market for LPG. In many 
areas where natural fuels are 
very scarce and costly it com- 
pletely fills the need for fuel. 
Since it is easy to handle and 
occupies little space, it is also 
ideal as a home fuel. It is sold 
at prices comparable to any 
other fuel. 

The Idemitsu Refinery has 
installed the latest equipment 
for safe handling of the bottles 
and the gas. All the equip- 
ment is either spark-free or non- 


sparking. 

At present the refinery is 
also making all grades of 
gasoline, naphtha, jet fuel, 


kerosene, diesel fuel and light 


and heavy fuel oils. These will 
soon be followed by the pro 
duction of solid sulphur. he 
refinery is also prepared to 


produce most grades of asphalt. 
Facilities in the refinery are 
all carefully controlled by the. 


finest instruments and automa- 
tic controls, making possible 
products of very cl specifica- 


tions. The eni-ce’ refinery is 
built on the concept of flexi- 
bility of operation to meet both 
the changing demands of the 
future and the seasonal changes 
from winter to summer. 

Many more special units such 
as naphtha cracking will be 
built for future _ installation. 
When these facilities are com-' 
pleted, the Tokuyama Refinery 
will be one of the world’s great 
refineries.

When Soviet Deputy Premier 
Anastas I. Mikoyan visited 
Japan last summer to open the 
Soviet trade fair in Tokyo, Sazo 
Idemitsu, president of the Ide- 
mitsu Kosan Co. was invited 
for lunch with him at the Soviet 
Embassy. Keisuke Idemitsu, 
his brother and vice president 
of his firm, was also present. 

Idemitsu described his meet- 
ing with Mikoyan in the fol- 
lowing words: 


“There was nothing extra- 
ordinary in my talks with Mr. 
Mikoyan. I was quite frank 
and 80 Was Mr. ikoyan.

From 
this meeting, I came off with 
very good impressions.

We are 
opposed to this kind of expluita- 
tion of the Japanese market 
and are endeavoring to stay 
slert always. Our respect to 
them is one thing, and our 
alertness is quite another. This 
is nothing to be wondered at. 
I, for my part, have done what 
1 should have done as a Japa- 
nese. Mr. Mikoyan said he 
thought I was courageous all 
the same, and he continuéd to 
praise me. 

“Another subject I brought 
up was the petroleum produc- 
tion in the Soviet Union. I 
mentioned to Mr. Mikoyan the 
fact that his country more than. 
doubled the output of petro- 


wide petroleum industry. Be- 
cause of this, Japan owes due 
respect to the Soviet Union and

March this vear, I met presi- 
dents and directors of many oil 
companies over there. I point- 
ed out to them the rising oil 
production in the Soviet Union 
and suggested sharing of the 
oll market.

Sample of Coexistence 
“Picking up from where I had 


the United States and Britain, 
on the one hand, and the Soviet 
Union, on the other, can live 
peacefully side by side. For 
the past one and a half years, 
I have demonstrated the feasi- 
bility of this idea, and I told 
Mr. Mikoyan that I would be 
happy to handle Russian oil 
for the same purpose in future. 
“My statement apparently 
pleased Mr. Mikoyan very much; 
he said the Soviet Union's desire 
Was precisely the same. He 
urged me to stick to the same 
attitude. Our conversation thus 
turned out very satisfactory and 
pleasing to both sides. 

“I said I believed I was tread- 
ing the right path and would 
continue to tread the same path 
in future.

No Part in Politics 


“I have no part in politics 
and I am a layman in politics. 
Therefore I do not hope to 
achieve something politically, 
but I do hope to achieve inter- 
national friendship in the field 
of petroleum trade.” 

When I meet Russians, I often 
ask them why they do not pay 
respect to Japan's Imperial 
Family, the fundamental char- 
acteristics of the people, and to 
Japan as a State. 

_ Their reply is that they never 


failed to pay due 
Japan. But I am not gatisfied 
with this answer. I wish I 
could have brought up the same 
subject to Mr. Mikoyan only if 
time permitted. The Russian 
Tsars, or the Romanov dynasty, 
which the Bolsheviks over- 
threw, used to subjugate people 
by conquest, and they were 
to be compared with the Toku- 
gawa Shogunate or the Ashi- 
kaga Shogunate regimes in Ja- 
pan, or with the warlord family 
of Hojo. But Japan's Imperial 
Family and the. national senti- 
ments and characteristics are 
basically different from the Ro- 
manov dynasty or other like 
institutions, The Imperial Fam- 
lly stood over the Shogunate 
regimes and yet it was directly 
united with the people. 


No Self-Interest 


“In this unity of the Imperial. 
Femily and the people, there is 
no partiality nor selfishness. 
The Imperial Family has no 
self-interest. With this noble 
spirit of impartiality and un- 
selfishness, the Imperial Family 
and the people are closely unit- 
ed. There was nothing that 
might be termed military con- 


respect to 


Even if it is impossible for all 
the nations of the world to ac- 
cept the spirit of impartiality 
and unselfishness manifested by 


Great Britain and the United 
States act without thinking of 
self. At least this spirit would 
pave the way for talks. “The 
Japanese Imperial Family and 
Japan's national characteristics 
should be cherished and pre- 
served. The spirit inherent 
therein should be transplanted 
to the United Netions to give 
the organization a new guiding 
spirit. Only if time permitted, 
I could have conveyed these 
feelings of mine to Mr. Miko- 
yan but I regret I could not 
do so. Some day, I will present 
my view to the Russians. 


Just a Commercial Firm 


“My company is just a com- 
mercial firm engaged in petro- 
leum refining. The manner in 
which the firm is managed is 
no invention of mine; all Japa- 
nese of the old typeI mean 
Japanese of the Meiji Era and 
before who possessed true na- 
tional spirit—would have follow- 
ed the same path as we of the 
Idemitsu Kosan Co. have chosen. 

“When a true Japanese man- 
ages a firm, he is working for 
the sake of humanity.

RADIO MOSCOW—Recently I 
had the occasion to be In your 
country. As a man who was 
born and hrought up in the 
Soviet Union, I saw In America 
many unusual things. Today I 
should like to share some 
thoughts with you. 


They say America is a rich 
country and this is true. I saw 
quite a few beautiful houses, big 
plants and automobiles. This is 
confirmed by statistics, too, 
which say that in national in- 
come the United States is first 
in the world. 


One would think that such a 
country should prosper, but in 
the United States one can meet 
poorly dressed people, see city 
slums in the center of New 
York, where people live in bad 
conditions. 


In American cities, one can 
see long lines for food relief 
packages. Observing all this, 
one would think that really the 
American people are not rich. 
This impression was also borne 
out by statistics. 


The book “Facts on Labor” 
published recently in the United 
States states that 68 per cent of 
families in the country have an 
income which according to eco- 
inomists is below minimum. 
That's why some have and some 
don't, a number of Americans 
said to me, 

But we people living in 
the socialist country consider 
such discrepancies between the 
country’s wealth and the low 
living standard of the majority 
of the people as highly unfair. 

In 44 years of Soviet power in 
our country, we got used to the 
fact that the country’s wealth is 
the people’s wealth. These two 
conceptions are closely linked in 
the Soviet Union. 1 will try to 
explain why. 


In the Soviet Union, Industry, 
transport, trade, land and its 
mineral wealth belong to the 
society, that is to the whole peo- 
ple. 

There is no capitalist class in 
our country and it is quite 
natural, therefore, that the in- 
come derived from the national 
economy belongs to the society 
as a whole and is distributed 
among all its members. 

The national income in the 
Soviet Union is 144 billion 
‘rubles. Three-fourths of this 
|} huge sum is used to satisfy the 
_ partial requirements of the peo- 
ple and is distributed in the 
‘form of wages, free education 
,and free medical services. From 
'it comes the appropriations for 
the state’s social insurance fund 
‘and for other material benefits 
enjoved by the people. 

The remaining one-fourth of 
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the national income is used to 
develop the mational economy, 
to satisfy the requirements of 
the state, that is the require- 
ments of the society as a whole. 


So the socialist system of dis- 
tributing the national wealth 
enhances the well-being of the 
Soviet people and gives them 
tremendous advantages. Judge 
for yourself. 


The richest capitalist country, 
the United States, nowadays has 
the highest national income in 
the world, but in America as in 
any other capitalist country a 
lion's share of this Income goes 
inte the pockets of a small 
‘group of capitalists. That is 
why the United States is not 
able yet to introduce free medl- 
cal services for the country’s 
population or free state social 
insurance. 


What is more the United 
States is even unable to ensure 
its population the income which 
would correspond to the sub- 
sistence minimum. Meanwhile, 
the Soviet Union which has a 
smaller national income than the 
United States has for years been 
providing and continues to pro- 
vide its citizens with free educa- 
tion, from the elementary to the 
university level, and with free 
medical services. The Soviet 
Union has universal state social 
insurance and the lowest rents 
in the world. 


Taking into account the fact 
at the Soviet state is gradual- 
abolishing al) taxes on the 
wages of factory and office 
workers, it is clear that the 
Soviet working people enjoy the 
good things of life at the ex- 
pense of the national income 
which in our country really be- 
longs to the people themselves. 


The higher the national in- 
come, the more material benefits 
the Soviet people receive. With 
the rapid development of the 
Soviet national economy, the na- 
tional income of the country 
also grows quickly. 


For example in the past five 
years, the national income has 
grown by more than 50 per cent. 
It is indicative that in the same 
years, the amount of goods sold 
by Soviet stores increased in the 
same manner. 


The income of the state grew 
by 50 pér cent in sum, and the 
people bought 50 per cent more 
goods. It is understandable that 
therefore under socialism, every 
individual and society as a whole 
is interested in the further in- 
crease of the national income. 


How will it grow in the Soviet 
#nion? A concrete answer to 
this question is given in the 
draft program of the Commu- 
nist Party of the Soviet Union, 
which states that the national

MELBOURNE (Radio Aus- 
tralia)—Australia is under fire 
again in the United Nations 
Trusteeship Committee.

of their News value but partly 
because they serve to typify the 
dishonesty of Communist propa- 
ganda; partly also because Aus- 
tralians, being a democratic peo- 
ple, welcome a free discussion 
of all the issues in which they 
are involved. 

But I think the publicity we 
give to the Trusteeship debates 
en New Gujnea serves-a still 
more important purpose. 

It has brought to the Aus- 
tralian people a lively 
awareness of their undertaking 
in the half of New Guinea en- 
trusted to our care. For many 
years the average Australian

was so preoccupied with the 


task of developing his own 
country that he had few 
thoughts to spare for the re- 
mote tropical island to north 
with its forbidding primitive 
terrain and its sparse popula- 
tion of equally primitive people. 

Far from regarding New 
Guinea as a colony to be ex- 
ploited, the average Australian 
tended to forget its existence.

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Trouble Spots in Asia 


Former Prime Minister Kishi’s warning that the Asian 


political situation is just as 


critical as that which has 


arisen over Berlin will not go altogether unheeded. But 
his advice that Japan should pay “more serious attention 
to the situations in Korea, Vietnam and Laos, as they 
stem from the same cause as the Berlin tension” is more 
easily given than implemented. 

That the situation in Southeast Asia continues to be 
unsatisfactory is generally admitted and Japan is deeply 
interested in the peaceful progress of this part of the 
world. Nevertheless there is not much that this country 
can do to stem the tide of Communist intrigue and infiltra- 
tion in Southeast Asia or, for that matter, to influence 
developments in Korea, except to encourage economic 
developments in these countries when an opportunity pre- 


sents itself. 


So far as Korea is concerned, Japan has 


repeatedly endeavored to come to a better understanding, 
and, if it has failed, the reason, in the view of people 
here, is that this is because the ROK Government has 
made the acceptance of unreasonable demands the price 


of friendship. 


The situation with regard to Southeast Asia is different. 
Japan naturally desires to see strong and stable democratic 
governments in all the countries of Southeast Asia, es- 


pecially in the troubled Indochina peninsula. 


She is 


watching developments closely but, as we have indicated, 


she cannot actively interfere. 


The action of the Cambodian Parliament in deciding 
on Monday to break off diplomatic relations with neigh- 
boring Thailand is likely to increase the unrest and feeling 


of insecurity in Southeast Asia. 


The resolution accused 


the Thai Prime Minister, Field Marshal Sarit Thanarat, 
of persistently insulting Cambodia and declared that he 


sought “to create conditions 
against Cambodia.” 


for an armed intervention 


Throughout history there has been irritation between 
the Thai people and the Khmers of Cambodia, and the 
ancient rivalries were heightened when Thailand annexed 
some Cambodian territory in 1941. The Franco-Thai agree- 
ment of 1946 ensured the return to Cambodia of the pro- 
vinces previously annexed but the feeling of bitterness 
that continued to rankle Cambodia’s independence did 


nothing to alleviate. 


While Thailand became a member 


vf SEATO, Cambodia declined to join the mutual defense 
organization and, indeed, gave signs of leaning toward 
Communist pretensions in external affairs, especially in 
connection with developments in Laos. A few days ago, 
Thai Prime Minister Sarit Thanarat openly charged that 
a plan existed to make Cambodia a “jumping off place” 
for launching attacks on neighboring countries by Com- 


munist forces. 


The Cambodian head of state, Prince Norodom Siha- 
‘nouk, replied that Marshal Thanareat was getting ready to 
throw Cambodians into the arms of the socialist camp 


against their will. 


“If Thanarat offers us no choice be- 


tween death and becoming a socialist satellite,” he said, 
“we will join the socialist bloc. That to us is preferable 
to the conquest of our country by Thais and’ Viethamese.” 
By “socialist bloc”, the prince means, of course, the “Com- 
munist bloc” while his mention of the Vietnamese as 
menacing his country would seem to be a sideslap at the 


antiCommunist government 


of Mr. Ngo Dinh Diem in 


South Vietnam, although there is no evidence of any evil 
intentions on the part of the Vietnamese against Cam- 


bodia. 


it will also be observed that the Cambodian leader re- 
ferred in his latest statement to the money and arms 
Thailand, as a member of SEATO, was receiving from the 
United States and declared that this situation created a 
threat of eventual Thai aggression against Cambodia. 

In these circumstances, it is natural to wonder whether 
the Cambodian authorities have been influenced or not by 
outside Communist sources to take an attitude antago- 
nistic to Thailand as a countermeasure to General Max- 
well Taylor's visit to South Vietnam in order to strengthen 
that country’s resistance to the serious menace caused by 


Communist guerrillas.

WASHINGTON—A decision at. 
least as fateful as that which 
sent American troops tO Korea 
a decade ago now hangs in the 
balance in Southeast Asia. 


In large measure, it hangs 
first on the trim, civilian-jack- 
eted shoulders of an old soldier 
back from retirement to serve 
the Kennedy Administration in 
a higher capacity In mufti than 
he ever knew as Army Chief of 
Staff in the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration, 


Geneial-Mister Taylor, Ken-. 
nedy’s personal military adviser, 
is pow in South Vietnam to 
study how the United States can 
better help that coyntry survive 
the growing attacks of Com- 
munist guerrillas. His report 
to the President, on his return, 
may well propose another kind 
of help altogether—the dispatch 
there of American fighting 
forces. 


If that should turn out to be 
his recommenation, it cannot 
be said with confidence that 
President Kennedy would ac- 
cept it. But it can be said with 
total confidence that he would 
not, at minimum, lightiv reject 
it. The Kennedy-Taylor ‘rela- 
tionship is very close. 

This is the knife-edge nature 
of the decision that impends in 
Southeast Asia: to send Amer- 
ican troops into South Vietnam 
would be to risk anew all the 
horrors of the Korean War and 
so perhaps again to become in- 
volved in a shooting war not 
only locally but also with the 
hordes of Red Chinese lying 
just to the north.

the salvation of South Vietnam, 
would be to invite the swallow- 
ing up of South Vietnam and 
then, progressively, of all South- 
east Asia. 


It thus will be seen that the 
President may shortly be bur- 
dened with a problem hardly 
less immense and heartbreaking 
than the one he immediately 
faces over Berlin. For there is 
no doubt at all that if honorable 
negotiation fails, we shall either 
defend West Berlin, at whatever 
cost, or see the destruction of 
the whole Western alliance. So, 
in the end the issue here, how- 
ever dangerous, is at least sim- 


ple: to fish or cut bait. 

But there is and can be no 
such simplicity as to Sautheast 
Asia. We have no such total 
moral and human commitment 
to Southeast Asia as we have 
to West Berlin as the symbolic 
heart of Western Europe. While 
there is much to save in South- 
east Asia, there is, to be bru- 
tally frank, not so much to 
save as In Western Europe, nei- 
ther in cultural nor power 
terms. 

Shall we, therefore, fight in 
Southeast Asia, Knowing that 
even victory could never even 
damage the central source of 
world menace, the Soviet 
Union? Or will we be forced, 
slowly and terribly but surely, 
to begin a long retreat in the 
Pacific back from the Philip- 
pines and on at last to Hawali 
and San Francisco? 

The question is a sti))-distant. 
one, but no less real for all of 
that. It is a question that will 
not be absent from the mind of 


General-Mister Taylor, nor yet 
from the mind of President 
Kennedy. It is a question a 


thousand times more significant 


.that the perpetual question of 


whether the Red Chinese are to 
be allowed to muscle and 
threaten their way into the 
United Nations. 

For the Pacific was the Pacific 
eons before the United Nations 
was a pup. And the military 
allies we have long had in the 
one are not so easy to find in 
the other, that great tower in 
New York.

Nuclear Resolution Expected Today 


The House of Representatives 
plenary session is expected to 
approve today the joint resolu- 
tion to ban nuclear experiments 
submitted by the Liberal-Demo- 
cratic, Socialist and Democratic 
Socialist parties. 


The resolution, originally 
scheduled to be presented to the 
Diet two weeks ago but delay- 
ea by the disagreement over it 
between the Liberal-Democrats 
and the Socialists, was urgently 
brought before the plenary ses- 
sion following the news that the 
Soviet Union had exploded a 
super nuclear bomb. 


The feeling was prevalent 
that the resolution should have 
been submitted to the Diet 
without waiting for the Russi- 
ans to explode a 50-megaton 
bomb. 


Apparently not wanting news- 
men to refer to this point, 
Masumi Esaki, chairman of the 
Liberal-Democratic Party's Diet 
Policy Board, ducked questions 
by trying to explain what a 50- 
megaton bomb is at a press con- 
ference yesterday. 

Esaki was doing all right 
until he said “one megaton is 
one million tons.” At this 
point, a reporter asked what 
that one million tons consisted 
of. Esaki admitted he wasn't 
able to answer that, and shame- 
facedly said if he were still the 
chief of the Defense Agency, 
he could have had one of his 
men answer the question.

Soviet Superbomb 

The Soviet Union exploded a 
giant nuclear device Monday 
entirely disregarding the appeal 
of world nations against it.

This development will undoubt- 
edly inspire the Western na- 
tions to give their nuclear arm- 
ing impetus and make disarma- 
ment talks virtually impossible. 
The Soviet Union's creation of 
this situation does not seem 
profitable even to that country.

Traffic Death Tolls 

A total of 402 persons were 
killed throughout the country 
in traffic accidents reported 
during the autumn traffic safe- 
ty campaign that ended Fri- 
day.

Most traffic accidents 
are traceable to one control- 
lable factor or another and the 
disregard of traffic law is believ- 
ed to be such. a major factor.

served are bound to give rise 
to traffic anarchy.

The conference between Kono 
and Tsunashima was actuaily 
heading nowhere, with Tsuna- 
shima simply informing Kono 
of the council's views.

Apology Due 
To the Editor: 

As an American resident of 
Japan who believes strongly in 
freedom of the press and free- 
dom of speech, I take exception 
to a letter signed R.W.C. .and 
published in this column Oct. 18. 

The writer of that letter de- 
nounced Tsugi Shiraishi as “dis- 
honest and almost treasonable” 
for having written a_ recent 
article for The Japan Times 
against nuclear testing and, ac- 
cording to R.W.C., placed the 
United States in the same cate- 
gory with Soviet Russia. 


I consider the resort to duch 
abusive language sufficient cause 
for me to suggest that the honor- 
able thing for R.W.C. to do now 
is to write another letter and 
explain more clearly why Miss 
Shiraishi has been dishonest and 
almost treasonable, or publicly 
apologize to her through this 
column. 


Speaking the truth is not be- 
ing dishonest; and coupling the 
name of the United States with 
that of the Soviet Union, when 
it is a commonly known fact 
that both nations have been 
testing atomic bombs, is not trea- 
sonable unless R.W.C.’s imagina- 
tion makes it so. 


Miss Shiraishi did not say, or 
even hint, that the United States 
was equally to blame. She mere- 
ly protested against nuclear 
testing. She did not go into a 
long, scientific explanation to her 
nonscientific readers of the dif- 
ference between atmospheric 
and underground testing so as 
to partially justify the United 
States for following suit after 
the Russians broke the moratori- 
um, because I presume she felt 
it was not necessary. 


We all know that the Russians 
started it first, and are therefore 
mostly, if not entirely, to blame. 
Whether the United States is to 
blame for following suit is a 
debatable question, and Miss 
Shiraishi had a perfect right to 
mention the name of the United 
States in discussing the subject. 
It could well be taken for 
granted that if she blamed the 
United States at all she was 
blaming Russia more. But, in 
the limited space newspapers 
can allot to their columnists, it 
would be asking’too much to re- 
quire her to definitely differenti- 
ate between big blame and iittie 
blame. 


Also, Miss Shiraishi, like most 
good Americans, probably be- 
lieves that freedom of the press 
is a sacred thing and that every 
word she writes should not be 
combed over by a censor before 
publication to make sure that 
nothing is said that might pos- 
sibly give comfort to the Com- 
munists. She, like all Americans 
except for a few die-hard 
McCarthyites and other Gestapo- 
thinking citizens, probably feels 
that it is better to take a chance 
of making an occasional small 
error in writing than to sacrifice 
our freedom altogether. 


I can also easily forgive men- 
tion of Japan’s experience when 
endeavoring to point out the hor- 
rors of the atomic bomb. It is a 
normal thing for people, in ad- 
vancing an argument for or 
against a certain thing, to 
strengthen the argument by cita- 
tion of experience, if they have 
experience, Japan has certainly 
had the experience, and | am not 
one who would seek to deprive 
her of the right to talk about it, 

Lastly, permit me to observe 
that R.W.C.’s attempted analogy 
between the defensive actions of 
nations and that of the police- 
man and robber with pistols, is 
so naive that I refrain from 
comment, 

I leave that for the readers to 
decide for themselves.

Malaysia May Mean U.K. Defense Change

LONDON (AP)—Britain and 
her imperial partners in South- 
east Asia are heading toward a 
clash over the future of the 
prized British base at Singa- 
pore. : 

Government officials express- 
ec the view last week that radi- 
cal changes in Britain’s defense 
strategy will needed to help 
a settlement. 


Difficulties have arisen out of 
the movement toward a greater 
Malaysia. This project launch- 
ed by Tengku Abdul Rahman, 
Premier of Malaya, would Ink 
his n Federation, Singapore 
and the three Borneo territor es 
of North Borneo, Brunei and 
Sarawak. 

Both the Tengku and Singa- 
pore Premier Lee Kuan Yew 
have served advance notice that 
if the merger comes off Britain 
will be barred from using the 
Singapore base to fulfill her 
commitments to the Southeast 


Asian Treaty Organization 
(SEATO). The  eight-nation 
SEATO, sponsored by the big 


Western Powers, exists to re- 
pel Communist aggression in a 
defined area of Asia. 


The Foreign Office stressed 
last Thursday Britain has “every 
intention of honoring her com- 
mitments to the SEATO allies.” 
A spokesman added that the 
need to fulfill these obligations 
will rate high in coming talks 
about the fufure of Singapore 
and other Southeast Asian ter- 
ritories. 


These talks will begin early 
November when Abdul Rahman 
filles here for meetings with 
Prime Minister Macmillan on 
the Malaysia venture. Separate 
conferences with Singapore 
leaders and the Borneo terri- 
tories are likely to follow early 
in 1962. 

Up to now Britain has had 1n- 
restricted use of the huge na- 
val base facilities at Singapore 
which still is a colony. 


British defense and _ dipio- 
matic authorities defined the 
three-fold function served by 
the Singapore base now: 


1. It has a local use to en- 
able Britain to carry out her 
responsibility for the security 
of Singapore itself.

JAPANESE LITERATURE in 
European Languages, a Biblio- 
graphy Compiled by Japan PEN 
Club, 1961. 
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The Japan PEN Club pub- 
lished the first edition of a bibli- 
ography of Japanese literature 
transiated into European ilan- 
guages in 1957. Tha second and 
enlarged edition is now offered 
to all who are interested in Japa- 
nese literature. 


The value of such a bibliogra- 
phy to the foreign student of 
Japanese literature needs no 
mention. The Japan PEN Club 
should be congratulated upon 
this worthy undertaking. The 
task is an enormous one as it 
contains material published in 
book form and also articles in 
magazines. 


The bibliography is dividéed 
into four sections, General, Clas- 
sical Literature, Modern Litera- 
ture, and Juvenile and Folk 
Literature. Titles are given both 
in Japanese characters and Ro- 
man letters, with the names of 
original authors, translators, and 
publishers, dates of publication, 
numbers of pages and names of 
magazines in case of magazine 
articles. 


To compile such a bibliogra- 
phy is a tedious, tiresome and 
often thankless job. A _ bibii- 
ography is never perfect, there 
being always omission and 
sometimes mistakes. Thus to 
list all the material relative to 
Japanese literature that has 
been written in European lan- 
guages, as the Japan PEN Club 
proposes to do, is quite difficult. 


But it is sincerely desired that 
the club .will keep up the ad- 
mirable work revising and en- 
larging the edition every three 
or five years, in order to achieve 
a complete bibliography. —

. A sweeping revision of these 
functions would be called for if 
the new Malaysia insisted on

Yet in fact British defense 
planners already are engaged 
on a fullecale review of the 
entire imperial de- 
svstem—inclucing the 
future of conventional, &xed 
beses in the age of nuclear 
weapons. 

In particular, much attention 
is being given to the possible 
reorganization of old naval con- 
cepts.

Thus in an emer- 
gency the British Navy—its 
strike and supply arms—would 
put to sea and so operate in- 
dependently of bases. 


Results of this far-reaching 
revamping process are due to 
be outlined in the British Gov- 
ernment’s next defense white 
paper early in 1962, It is like- 
ly to lay down a five-year pro- 
gram for the gradual abandon- 
ment of Britain's century-old 
base strategy.

Two factors shape the British 
policy: 

First Is the lurking fear that 
an independent Singapore,

Second is the realization that 
a Malavan-Singapore union 
would upset the existing racial 
balance and give the Chinese a

Accordingly, British” experts 
have begun thinking In terms 
of a Melaysian conféderation 
rather than any other form of 
union. This would bring un- 
der the same umbrella three 
entirely self-ruling states —

on a majority bases. This 
would place a single state of 
Borneo in the position of hold- 
ing a Dalance between Malava 
and Singapore.
